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How Kong Cat Flowers Last. 


The thin stemmed roses are the most 


perishable of all flowers. To this class 
belong the Bridesmaid (pink), Mennet 
(very delicate pink), tho Bride (white) 
and the Perle (yellow). Even with care 
they will seldom retain their beauty 
over tho second day. The Onsine (deli- 
cate pink) and Mrs. Pierpont Morgan 
roses are more endnring, and will often 
keep three, and even four, days. The 
American Beauty will last three and 
four days, but after the second day 
changes color, the rich red assuming a 
purplish hue. Violets will often retain 
an appearance of freshness for four and 
five days, but after the second day all 
perfume is gone. Hyacinths and fuchsias 
look well for threo or four days, and 
sometimes even longer, while mignonette 
and carnations can, with a little care, 
be kept for almost a week. Daffodils 
have even greater staying powers and 
have been known to look fresh at the 
advanced fige of eight and nine days. 
Gaslight and furnace heat are poisonous 
to flowers, and. thay should be kept as 
much as possible away 'from the tatter. 
At night they should be put in a cool— 
not freezing—place, with the stems in 
water and the tops well covered with 
wet tissue paper. —Chicago Tribune.

That 
revolution in the JPirst Congressioiia: 
District changed a Republican plural- 
ity of 9,644inl 894 to aPopulist plurality 
forVanderberg in 1896. In the Second 
district, which gave Ellis, the Kepubli 
can nominne for Congress, a plurality 
of 8,125 in 1894, Qainn, Populist, has 
been elected in 1896.1n the city of Port 
land, which gave Lord, ^Republican, a 
plurality of 8,y23 in 1894, Pennoyor 
Populist, aud 
Democrat, has 
been 


elected Mayor by a plurality of severu 
thousand in 1896. 


It is seldom in the history of the 


country that there has been such 
political upheaval. It has created con- 
.sternation in the camp of the gold bugs 
as they see in it a premonition of the 
storm whioh will sweep the country in 
November. The silver men at the Na< 
tional Capital look upon it as a com 
plete renunciation of the single gold 
standard. 


Geaerrl 
Weaver, who 
cauvassec 


nearly every county m Oregon and 
spoke for frea silver in all tho princi- 
pal towns, says he found the people 
about four to one in favor of free coin- 
age. Unfortunately tho silver men are 
divided, as the Democrats as well as 
the Populists declared for free silver, 
and Ellis, the Bepubliuan candidate in 
the Second district, claims to be o sil- 
ver man. Judge Northnp, the straight- 
out eold Republican candidate, 
"literally snowed under. 


(General Weaver, who is yet m Ore- 


gon, says "a union will be perfected at 
St. Louis, July 22d, of all the silver ele- 
ments, and they will rally under oue 
banner and in support of one ticket. It 
will not be necessary, so far as Oregon 
is concerned, to make a farther serious 
canvass of the State. With Populist 
and silver Democrats and sliver Repu b- 
licans fighting together for silver tho 
gold candidate, whoever he may be, 
will not get over one-fourth of the 
votes of the people in November. 


Nothing that the gold men can do 


can resist the force of the silver men if 
thty unite on one candidate for Presi- 
dent. They will carry every State west 
of 
the Alleghanies and South 
of 


Delaware. 
The general busiued-i de- 


pression and depreciation m the valas 
of property are severe but thorough 
educators. Everyone who is capable of 
reasoning knows that the adoption of 
the single standard and the consequent 
appreciation of gold-js the cause of the 
hard timea, and all who are not profit- 
ing by the increased purchasing powor 
of gold except the few who expoct fod- 
eral offices.have resolved to place pros- 
perity above party and support a free 
coinage man 
for President. 
They 


know that with a free silver Congress 
and a free silver President this coun- 
try would be the most prosperous on 
the earth. The population of Nevada 
would double in six months and the 
Stato would be among the most 
perous in the Union. 


It is an old saying that revolutions 


never go backward. Oregon has blazed 
the way to good times and the people 
should see that place hunters do not 
obliterate the marks or lead them into 
by-paths with party guide-posts.

There aro mauy kinds of tacks, made 


for a great variety of uses, and they are 
put np in many different forms. There 
are gimp tacks, looking glass tacks, up- 
holsterer's 
tacks, 
trunk tacks, lace 


tacks, basket tacks, brash tacks, coffin 
tacks, shank tacks, lasting tacks, min- 
er's tacks, cheesebox tacks and tacks for 
many other rises. Within the past dozen 
years the sale of double pointed tacks 
has increased tenfold with the greatly 
increased use of electrical wires. Don- 
bio pointed tacks are also used for tack- 
ing down straw matting and for other 
purposes. 


Tacks that are sold in papers are put 


up in full weights, half weights, and 
quarter weights, tho weight indicating 
tho size of tho package. 
Almost all 


kinds of tacks aro also sold in bulk in 
23 pound and 50 pound boxes and in 
100 pound kegs. 


A ciio ounce tack machine will make 


m a flay about 100,000 tacks altogether 
1 ho iimi is fed into tho machine in a 
plate which is of a width a little great- 
er than the longth of the finished tack, 
so as to allow of material to bo upsot 
for the head. An eight ounce machine 
will make about 200 pounds of tacks a 
day—1,250 to the pound, about 250,000 
tacka 
Tacks that are put up in papers 


are weighed out and the papers filled 
by hand. Comparatively few tacks are 
put up nowadays in tied up papers 
They are put up mostly in little paste- 
board boxes. Thebs boxes are packed in 
larger boxes aud in turn in cases for 
shipment A common tack package is a 
case, weighing about 100 pounds. 


Tho manual tack product of the coun- 


try is estimated at about 20,000 tons 
If these tacks were all put up in papers 
of the usual assortments of sizes and 
weights, the papers would number about 
800,000,000, or something moro than 
four papers per capita of tho population.

J. R. SHAW, AN OLD RESIDENT 


OF NEVADA, DBOP8 DEAD. 


A Past Grand Master Of tho Order 


Of Odd Fellows. 


At a little after 7 o'clock last evening 


J. E. Shaw, well known m Nevada, and 
for many years a resident of Dayton, 
died suddenly at the store of C. J. 
Brookius. 
Mr. Shaw was walking 


the street anri was apparently in his 
usual health. 
He had just spoken to 


two or three friends and seemed cheer- 
ful and _mado no complaint of feeling 
unwell. As he was passing Brookins' 
store he staggered and seemed to make 
an effort to keep from falling, but his 
limba refused to support him. Two or 
three gentlemen near at hand at once 
noticed that something unusual was 
tho matter with him and hurried to his 
assistance. They just reached him in 
tim? to save him from falling and'with 
the assistance of Mr. Brookins he was 
carried into the store and laid on the 
floor. Such remedies as were suggested 
and could be obtained hurriedly were 
tried, but to no effect. A tremor or 
two of his frame and a deep sigh was 
the end. He never spoke [a word and 
showed no signs of suffering. Friends 
sent for medical aid, but he was past 
all earthly help when the physicians 
arrived. 


Coroner Peers was summoned and 


the remains were lemoved to the un- 
dertaking parlors of W. Sanders. 


It is probable that death resulted 


from apoplexy, us Mr Shaw had not 
omplained of any illness. 
It has been noticed, howevei, by his 


friends that he had failed greatly in the 
last month or two. 


He was a native of Illinois and about 


63 years of age. 


Mr. Shaw was an old resident of Ne- 


vada and well known in the western 
?art of the State, having resided at 
Dayton over 30 years and for 16 years 
was a Oounty Commissioner of Lyon 
county. He also hsld othei public po- 
sitions in his former town and county. 


Less than a year ago he came to Eeno 


and opened the Arcade Restaurant, but 
.he business not proving profitable he 
gave it up. 


Mr. Shaw was a Past Grand Master 


of the I. O. O. F., and a member of the 
Dayton Lodge, alsn a member of the A. 
O. U. W. 


He was a whole-souled pleasant gen- 


ileman and was formerly a man of con- 
siderable [means and a leader in poli- 
tics. Of late years he has had business 
reverses and has worried eran*^- over 
his hard luct. He has m"any"frlends 
who will be shocked to h«ar of his sud- 
den death. He leaves a wife and son to 
mourn his death. 


Arrangements for tho funeral were 


cot completed last evening as it was 
desired to consult the lodges to which 
se belonged, but it was thought that 
lis remains would probably he taken 
to Dayton, where the services and bur- 
al would take place.

Storm Waves—Magnetism and Meteor- 


ology.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., June 5.—My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
waves to cross the continent 
from 


the 8th to the 12th, and the next will 
reach the Pacific coast about the 18th, 
cross the west oE the Rockies country 
by tho close of the 17th, Great Central 
valleys 20th to 22d, and the Eastern 
States 23d. 


A warm wave will cross the west of 


Rockies country about June 18th, 
Great Central valleys the 20th, and the 
Eastern States the 21st. A cool wave 
will cross the west of Roskies country 
about the 21st, Great Central valleys 
the 23d, and the Eastern Slates the 
25th. 


The following forecasts for May, pub- 


lished in April, is not without interest: 
"Rainfall will be deficient in the north- 
ern portions of the Great Central val- 
leys, about the Great Lakes and in the 
North Atlantic States. 
From Fort 


Scott, Memphis and Nashville north 
the rainfall will be below the normal. 
The Upper Missouri and Red River oE 
the North valleys will have fair rains." 


Considering that May is usually a 


quiet weather month, this disturbance 
of the 27th to 31st, will bring unusu- 
ally severe weather." 


MAGNETISM AND METEOBOLOGT. 


The horizontal force originating from 


the sun, pushes the earth onward ia its 
orbit and as that force acts only on the 
dark side of the earth it is the original 
and only cause of the earth's rotation 
on its axis, thus bringing day and 
night. 


That which is the cause of gravity is 


the cause oE all motion, is the moving 
force that results in these magnetic 
forces. This theory, which underlies 
planetary magnetism and meteorology, 
regards gravity as being a result of the 
ether, which moves from all points oE 
space toward tbj center of the earth.

outpouring of the refined ether 


at the equator as it goes with lightning 
speed out into space, induces a down- 
pour of kindrod magnetic elements at 
the North and South magnetic poles. 


Without planetary influences,accord- 


mg to my theory, sun influences ac- 
cording to Bigelow and others, these 
outpours at the equator and down- 
pours at the poles would be constant 
and steady, no variations of the needla 
would bo revealed and no sudden 
changes in the weather. 


Bigelow claims that the vibration oE 


the sun's magnetic forces come through 
ho poles of the earth; I claim that 
they are from planetary influences and 
that they reach the earth by way of 
its equator, inducing a stress through- 
out the earth, strongest at the magnetic 
poles. 


When the magnetic forces at the 


earth's equator are clogged or acceller- 
ated by the magnetic forces oE the 
planets the change is instantly felt on 
all parts of the earth, but most forcibly 
at the earth's north magnetic pole in 
North America. 


Tho movement of the forces, how- 


over, except tho temporary fluctua- 
tions or variations, depend on the push 
oE the ether, or the push of gravitation, 
and that push in turn depends wholly 
on the condensations of the ether as it 
forms into more solid matter in vege- 
table, animal and mineral substances. 


The cause oE gravity is at the surface 


oE each growing sun or planet. The 
growing earth uses up the ether m and 
about it, out of which it forms more 
solid material than etbor, and as all 
space is full of either its push toward 
points of condensation, presses all 
things toward the growing body that is 
using up the ether. 


We attach an air pump to an air tight

The air surrounding the barrel begins 
to push toward|the center of the barrel 
the moment the air pump is set to 
work and when all the air is oat of the 
barrel the surrounding atmosphere is 
pushing toward its center with a force 
of about fourteen pounds to the square 
inch.'

The chronic sore throat is not infre- 


qnently produced by the misuse of the 
vocal organs. 
Very often that unruly 


little member, the tongue, is accounta- 
ble for the difficulty, as it is for a great 
many other troubles in this transitory 
life. 
-Many people have a habit when 


talking of pushing the tongue so far 
back against the delicate membranes 
that line the throat that irritation more 
or less painful is caused, and if it con- 
tinues any length of time ulcers will 
form, and so will a doctor's bill. 


Control of the tongue is excellent in 


all senses cf tho word. Physically this 
organ may bo managed by depressing it 
into a hollow at a poias three-quarters 
of on inch back of where the tip of it 
comes when in a natural position in tho 
month and at th? same time singing 
very light head tones. 
This exercise 


lequires some patience at first, but the 
habit of Veeping the tongue down is 
soon acquhed. 
In speaking or singing 


it should not bo allowed to hoop up and 
fill the mouth, thus interfering with 
the free passage of the tones of the voice 
from tho throat to tho front of the 
mouth, where they should strike and 
then Cicupe clear as a bell. This hoop- 
11. % up of the tongue in the mouth is the 
cr -1=0 cf much of the indistinct and 
slovenly utterances to which we are too 
of tt a obliged to listen. 


In miuiy people we notice the line 


from the point of the chin to the neck 
is iu tho form of a right angle. 
In a 


shapely throat this line forms a curve 
just :w ;i canary's does when the small 
yellow artist is warbling his carols. 


To develop tho throat and make this 


angle a curve, stand before a mirror so 
that you may watch tho throat swell 
out. Now thrust your tongue out as far 
as it vill go, then draw it back quickly 
and forcibly, at the same time bringing 
it downward iu the month as far as yon 
can. 
Place your thumb and forefinger 


against the larynx (commonly called 
the Ad-im's apple), and if you are mak- 
ing the right movement yon will feel 
the larynx pa»s downward. For a week 
cr two moke the movements lightly. 
After that timo put as much force into it 
as joa can. 
The exercise should be 


pi noticed for a few minutes several 
tunes a day to insure rapid and good 
results.

stand correctly, and then slowly fill the 
hings \\ith air without elevating your 
shoalcVi-i. 
As the air is forced upward 


mto th" throat hold it there a few sec- 
onds .'ind thcu cxpt 1 slowly. This exer- 
cis"> H Hat perfumed soon after rising 
in 13 e mciniiig ai.d before retiring at 
u'^I'c.—No>, York Post.
